What is meant by the Lake-Front is all the

This would involve an 
outlay of from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 by the 
World's Fair Association, perhaps more. 
How IT MIGHT BE DONE. 

There are three litigants contending for 
the ownership of the area east of the Iulinois 
Central tracks—the State, tne city, and the 
railroad company.

THE COMMISSIONKKS’ VETO POWER. 


It Is Fully 

1 * Not Worried. 

In spite of the general interest felt by all 
Chicagoans in the World's Fair the number 
of those who have any clear idea of the 
mechanism which has been provided: for 
starting and conducting it 1s quite limited. 


Everybody knows that the stockholders in 


the corporation chartered by the State, tne 
men who have subscribea $5,000,000 towards 
the Fair, and who will do their part towards 
raising the additional $5,000,000 which it 
has been decided will be needed, have 
chosen a Board of Directors of forty-five 
members. Some are aware of the fact that 
the actot Congress which located the Exhi- 
bition in this city made provision for a Na- 
tional Commission. But the belief is wide- 
spread that that is simply an ornamental 
body which has little more to do than to say 
**ditto” to whatever the local organization 
may recommend. To correct so general and 
so erroneous an impression Tun TRIBUNE 
prints below in full the preamble of the act 
of Congress and those sections which have to 
do with the powers of the commission. 
Whoever will read the latter carefully can- 


not help seeing that they deprive tne Board 


of Directors of nearly all the authority it was 
popularly supposed it had and gives it to the 
commission. The former is a body which 
recommends; not one which decides. It may 
suggest any number of sites, but it is for the 
commission to choose the one which it thinks 
is “adequate for the purposes of the Fuir. 
If no such site be submitted to it it will 
have to notify Congress that it will be im- 
possible to hold a fair here. It is the com- 
mission which is to decide as to the plan and 
scope of the Exposition, the allotment of 
space, the construction of buildings, the 
price of admission, and the internal manage- 
ment of the Fair. It alone deals with ex- 
hibiters. The Chicago organization simply 
raises money, suggests a site, suggests plans, 
suggests admission fees. When the National 
Commission shall have decided what kind of 
buildings it wants and settled on the plans 
for them the Board of Directors can let the 
contracts and supervise the work of con- 


struction. . 
A SUBORDINATE PART. 


This gives to a board which it was thought 
had the say-so about everything only a sub- 
ordinate part to play, but that follows natur- 
ally from the action of Congress in making 
the Fair a United States one. Congress did 
not give permission to this city to hold a 
Fair, in which case the local board would 
rightfully have managed matters to suit it- 
self, but it ordered that a Fair be heid, that 
it be a National and international one, and 
that it de held in Chicago, the city as a re- 
turn for the benefits it would reap bearing 
the expense of providing a site, buildings, 

to. The advantage of such an arrangement 

that if the expenses are as great as the 
scope of tne Fair is wide the National Gov- 


ernment will willingly aid in bearing the 


burden, 

Following is the full text of the preamble 
and the first ten sections of the law, which 
should be closely read: 

AN ACT to provide for celebrating the 400th anni 
versary of the discovery of America by Christo- 
pher Columbus by héiding an International Ex- 

„ hibdition of arts, industries, manufactures, and 

‘ the product of the soil, mine, and sea in the 

City of Chicago, in the State of Illinois, 

WHEREAS, It is fit and appropriate that the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of America be 
cemmemorated by an exhibition of the resources 
of the United States of America, their devolop- 
ment, and the progress of civilization in the New 
World; and 

WHEREAS, Such an exhibition should be of 
a National and international character, so that 
not only the people of our Union and this conti- 
nent, but those of all nations as well, can par- 
ticipate, and should theretore have the sanction 
of the Congress of the United States; therefore 
| Be it enacted, ete. Sec. 1. That an exhibition 
of arts, industries, manufactures, and products 
of the soil, mine, and sea shall be inaugurated in 
the year 1892, in the City of Chicago, in the State 
of Illinois, as hereinafter provided. 

H COMMISSION AND ITS POWERS. 

Sec. 2. That a commission, to consist of two 
Commissioners from each State and Territory of 
the United States and from the District of 
Columbia, and eight Commissioners-at-Large, is 
hereby constituted to be designated as the 
World's Columbian Commission. 

Sec. That said Commissioners, two from 
each State and Territory, shall be appointed 
within thirty days from the passage of this act 
by the President of the United States, on the 
nomination of the Governors of the States and 
Territories respectively, and by the President, 
eight Commissioners-at-Large, and two from the 
District of Columbia; and in the same manner 
and within the same time there shali be appoint- 
ed two alternate Commissioners from each State 
and Territory of the United States and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and eight alternate Commis- 
sioners-at-Large, who shall assume and per- 
form the duties of such Commissioner 
or Commissioners as may be unable to 
attend the meetings of the said commis- 
sion; and in such nominations and appointments 
each of the two leading political parties shall be 
equally represented. Vacancies in the commis- 
sion nominated by the Governors of the several 
States and Territories, respectively, and also va- 
cancies in the commission-at-large and from the 
District of Columbia may be fliled in the same 
manner and under the same conditions as pro- 
vided herein for their original appointment. 

Sec. 4. That the Secretary of State of the 
United States shall, immediately after the pas- 
sage of this act, notify the Governors of the sev- 
eral States and Territories, respectively, thereof, 
und request such nominatiors to be made. Tue 
Commissioners so appointed shall be called to- 
gether by the Secretary of State of the United 
States in the City of Chicago by notice to the 
Commissioners as soon as comvenient after the 
appoiitment of said Commissioners and within 
thirty days thereafter. The said Commissioners

sition of Eighteen Hundred and Ninety-two” 
satisfactory proof that a sum not less than 810. 
000,000 to be used and expended for the purposes 
of the Exposition herein authorized has in fact 
been raised or provided for by subscription or 
other legaily binding means, ‘he shall be author- 
ized, through the Department of State, to make 
proclamation of the same, setting forth the time 
at whicn the Exposition will open and close, and 
the place at which it will be held; and he shall 
communicate to the diplomatic representatives 
of foreign nations copies of the same, together 
with such regulations as may be adopted by the 
commission, for publication in. their respective 
countries, and he shall, in behalf of the Govern- 
ment and people, invite foreign nations to take 
part in the said Exposition and appoint repre- 
sentatives thereto. 

OTHER PKOVISIONS. 

The five following sections provide for the 
edmission free of duty of all foreign dutia- 
bie goods intended tor exhibition, duty to be 
collected, however, if sold or withdrawn for 
consumption in the United States; appropri- 
ate $20,000 to cover the expenses of officers 
assigned to see that the permission given is 
not violated; provide that the commission 
must report to the President from time to 
time as to the progress of the work, must 
make a final full report of the results of the 
Exhibition, and must go out of office by Jan. 
1, 1898; and that the United States shall in 
na way be responsible for the acts of the 
Illinois corporation or any of its officers or 
agents or for any certificates of stock, bonds, 
or mortgages issued by or, for it. 

The sixteenth and seventeenth sections re- 
late to the Government exhibit, the total cost 
of which with the salaries of the officers, cost 
of erection of buildings, etc, is limited to 
$1,500,000. 

Sec, 16. That there shall be exhibited at said 
Exposition by the Government: of the United 
States from its executive departments, the 
Smithsonian Institution, the United States Fish 
Commission, and the National Museum, such 
articies and materials as illustrate the function 
and administrative faculty of the Government in 
time of peace and its resources as a war power, 
tending to demonstrate the nature of our institu- 
tions and their adaptation to the wants of the 
people. The Secretary of the Treasury 
is hereby authorized and directed to place 


on exhibition, upon such grounds as shall be 


allotted for the purpose, one of the life-saving 
stations authorized to be constructed on the 
‘coast of tne United States by existing law, and 
to cause the same to be fully equipped with all 
apparatus, furniture, and appliances now in 
use in all life-saving stations in the United 
States, 

Sec. 17. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall cause a suitable building or buildings to be 
erected on the site selected for the Columbian 
Exposition for the Government exhibits as pro- 
vided in this act; but the contracts for said 
building or buildings shall not exceed the sum of 
$400,000. The Secretary of the Treasury shall 
cause the said building or buildings to be con- 
structed as far as possible offiron, steel, and 
giass, or of such other material as may be taken 
out and sold to the’ best advantage; ana he is 
authorized and required to dispose ot such build- 
ing or buildings, or the material composing the 
seme, at the close of the Exposition, giving 
preference to the City of Chicago or to the said 
World's Exposition of to purchase the same 
at an appraised value. 

The last sections give the members of the 
commission their traveling expenses and $6 
per day tor subsistence while absent from 
their homes oA duty. The debts and obliga- 
tions created by it iu excess of the appro- 
priation are not binding on the United States, 
and no member is personally liable for any 
indebtedness incurred by the commission. 
Finally, it is provided that nothing in the 
act shall be construed to mterfere with the 
laws of the St and all contracts made.for 
exhibition purposes must be governed by 
State laws. | 

DIRECTORS ARE SATISFIED. 

The directors are not worrying themselves 
over the bill. Although great power is given 
to the National Commission they expect no 
friction. All will be working for the success 
of the Fair and will workin harmony. Al- 
though the National Commission is given 
great veto power it is beheved it will be spar- 
ingly exercised. 

‘* Hasn’t the Government given its name to 
the Fair?’ asked one of the directors. “Is 
it going to give that sanction and then allow 
a community to control it absolutely?” 

Another director expressed the opinion of 
the board more fully. He said: 


„% The features of the bill are such as Con- 


gress under any circumstances would re- 
quire, The assumption by the Government 
ot general supervision of an international 
affair naturally presupposes a supervisory 
control; and the bill as drawn is just such as 
is usual under similar conditions. The de- 
ductions in the article in Taz Trisune from 
the sections quoted are indisputably correct. 

„% The business management of the Fair 
will rest mainly in the hands of the directors 
of the local organization. Matters concern- 
ing the public at large, such as the selection 
of site and of architectural designs, will be 
subject to the approval of the National Com- 
mission before final adoption, and that is as 
it should be, inasmuch as not only Chieago 
but the entire country and exhibiters from 
all oder the world will be interested in the

THE LAKE-FRONT O 


Points Covered by Justi: 
cliston—Ra'lroad 

In the Lake-Front decisio 
22. 1888, Mr. Justice Harlan eid in the first 
place that the United State had no interest 
in the case except so für as fhe protection of 
the harbor was concerned, apy interest it 
bad originally having 9 long before 
cedea to the State t Miigois. The IIli- 
nois Central railrvad Was did to possess 
title in f¢e to all water i north of Ran- 
dolph street in the Fort Dearoorn Addition. 
The title was held under grants from the 
State and carried with it the right to connect 
the shore line by artificial constructions with 


outside waters, subject to the rights of navi- 


gation. The improvements on this ground, 
as they did not interfere with navigation 
and were necessary for the complete opera- 
tion of the road, and were permitted by tne 
(Federal) Government, were held to be 
justifiable. The improvements built in its 
own interests by the company south of Park 
row were also held-to be justifiabie. The 
railroad was thus given the ownership of the 
water lots in the Fort Dearborn Addition, 
and its right to build the structures already 
erected when the decision was made was 
affirmed. 

The railroad was declared to have the 
right of way in perpetuity from Randolph 
street to Park row. As to Sec. 15, between 
Monroe street and Park row, when the act of 
1569 was passed, the decision said, the fee 
was in the city subject to the use of the pub- 
lic. As riparian owner the city had the right 
to fillin the lake and erect walis to protect 
the property of the people, and it had the 
right to fill in between the wall and the shore 
and thus would become the owner of all the 
made land. Instead of doing the wor 
itself the city got tne railroad company to 
do it for the privilege of using a right of way 
over it. 

On account of the demand made by the IIIi- 
nois Central, Chicago, burlington and Quin- 
cy, and Michigan Central for the $800,000 
tendered the city for the land between Ran- 
dolph and Monroe streets, and the money’s 
return, the roads were held to have been left 
in the attitude of never having performed 
the vonditions upon which they were to have 
obtained the title, which is held, therefore, 
to remain with the city. 


The claim of the company to the submerged / 


land was disallowed. The act of 1869 simply 
transferred to the company tne duty of pre- 
serving the harbor, and if the Legislature 
later concluded to change its policy in the re- 
peal of 1873 there was no provision in the

Conceived in the Brain of an Ex-Convict 
Correspondent, the Story Gains in Im- 
portance at the Hands of Democratic 
Enemies of Warden Berggren—Prison 
Cficials Not Implicated—An Old Scheme 
Often Resorted To by Inmates of the 
Penitentiary» 

Jouier, Ill, May 10.—[Special.|—“The 
Democratic paper which has been making 
these bitter attacks upon me has in its em- 
ploy an ex-convict named A. J. Wittman, 
known as Telephone Joe.“ He was dis- 
charged from the penitertiary four weeks 
ago, and itis to this congenial man that the 
task of assailing my official reputation and 
conduct has been intrusted.” 

Thus spoke Warden Berggren at the peni- 
tentiary today after reading the sensational 
story printed in a Chicago paper. Accord- 
ing to that story Warden Berggren is a 
candidate for State Treasurer, and in order 
to secure Clan-na-Gael support, it is al- 
lege 1, has connived at or at least counte 
nanced the Cronin convict conspiracy. He 
is depicted as mendaciously bluffing delega- 
tion after delegation of his own countrymen 
—Scandinavians—which visited him for the 
purpose of imploring him not to give Cough- 
lin, Burke, and O'Sullivan soft jobs. Other 
more serious charges are made, based upon 
the assumption of an established alliance, 
offensive and defensive, between the Warden 
and the Clan-na-Gael leaders. 

“I am not a candidate for State Treasurer,” 
continued the Warden, I have never been a 
candidate, and have already announced that 
I should refuse to run if nominated. Is that 
Strong enough? As for these Clau-ua-Gael 
people who are said to have made overtures 
to support me I know none of them, and have 
had no intimation of a desire on tne part of 
any of them to make my acquaintance. 

,/ THS “GREAT” CONSPIRACY, 

This great conspiracy will be found to be 
a very small affair indeed, and will develop 
into a ‘grub route’ by which a few convicts 
obtained a few extras through the cupidity 
of one or two men. These men were 
not the employ of the pris 
on, and were quickly fired by the 
contractors by whom they were employed. 
Schemes of this kind among the convicts 
were formerly very frequent and a number 
of prison employés ia days gone by have lost 
their jobs for bringing in stuff to convicts or 
secretly mailing letters for them. With 1,400 
of the worst rogues on earth to watch and 
prevent from getting up conspiracies of one 
kind or another, it is to the credit of the 
management of the Joliet prison that there. 
are not more developments of this nature 
carried out. 

“It will be found that this 
was secretly engineered by convicts in the 
cooper shop through their overseers for 
some time before the Cronin convicts were 
taken into the scheme, and it 1s evident that 
Dr. Cronin’s assassins would never have 
been admitted to membership in the 
‘grub route’ were it not for the 
fact that the original projectors 
saw a way through Burke, Coughlin, 
and O’Sullivan to obtain a few doliars in 
spending money. Of course, the Cronin mur- 
derers were not slow to avail themselves of 
@ possible means of secretly communicating 
with their outside friends. But it is the 
merest bosh to assert that Clan-na-Gael men 
ou the outside were the originators of this 
scheme. 

“The ex-convict correspondent who has 
been enlarging upon this matter never went 


regarding the matter, nor did he seek any 
reliable information until this afternoon, 
when he called at the prison for a few mo- 
ments and talked with Deputy-Warden Mer- 
rill, and this was three days after the great’ 
conspiracy had occurred.“

Ali four had been allowed to see 
Burke once before, and I refused them. It

The im- 
portance of their crime makes this 
necessary, and 1 have conscien- 
tiously endeavored not only to do my 
duty, but my whole: duty. The recent- 
ly discovered plot within the prisonshas no 
such significance as has been given it. Prison 
discipline is and has been sustained. Such 
things may exist despive every precaution 
which can be used, but when discovery comes, 
as it always does, sooner or later, the guilty 
will be punished.“

RAILROAD ACCIDENT NEAR GALESBURG. 


A Burlington Freight Train Derailed and 
Three Lives Lost. 

GaLespureG, III.. May 10.—[(Special.]—A se- 
rious wreck, resulting in the loss of three 
lives, occurred on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy yesterday near the west end of 
the main Bureau bridge, about four miles 
from Wyanet. Train No. 94 runs between 
Galva and Aurora in charge of Conductor 
Parker, Engineer S. A. Adams, Fireman 
James Maddock, and Herb Mott, of Galva, 
head brakeman. Adams, Mott, and Mada- 
dock were on the locomotive. As the train 
drew near the derailing switch, the engine 
on passing Over the switch left the track and 
ran along the ground for about 100 feet, 
when it tipped over. The first car 
was driven into the cab of the 
engine, demolishing its sides, pin- 
ning the brakeman and fireman tightly 
against the bo:lerhead ana instantly killing 
them, The engineer was hurled from the 
cab, and, as he fell, a car toppled over him, 
causing instant death. Of the eleven cars 
which ran off the track eight were totaliy 
wrecked. Five were filied with hogs, the 


greater number of which were killed. The - 


cars knocked down a telegraph pole, break 


ing the wires, so that the trainmen had to go 


to Wyanet, four miles distant, in order to 
reach this city.by wire. The opinion prevails 


at Galva that beavy rains had caused the 


track to settle on one side at the derailing 
switch and that this caused the accident.

GERMAN WORKINGMEN SAY IT Is NOT 
AS GOOD As IT SEEMS. 3 


The Bill Submitted by the Government 
Said to Be Faulty in That Macy of Its 
Measures for the Protection of Work- 


ingmen Can Be Readily Evaded by the 


Employers—Bismarek Thinks the Em- | 


peror Will Be Forced to Call Him Back 
to Power— Politics in Germany.

BERLIN, 4 10.—The Reichstag, begin- 
ning the active labors of the session Monday 
with the debate on tne East Africa credits, 
has only six weeks before prorogation, 
which has been fixed for June 20. The 
consideration of the Military bill will 
precede the measures for benefiting 
the workinglen. Not much will de 
heard of the last mentioned measures 
before adjournment. Since the Labor Pro- 
tection Vill was issued Wednesday a scrutiny 


reveals a number of riders to the main pro- 


posais tend:ng to make illusory some of the 
best provisions of the measure by giving 
employers means of escaping them. 
Thus under special circumstances employ- 
can be authorized to break the 
rule limiting the work of children under 18 
yéars to six hours and of youths under 16 to 
ten hours. The bill mentions spinning-fac- 
tories and similar occupations where ex- 
ceptions may be granted, of which 
the employers may readily avail them- 
selves. Another clause transfers, direct 
responsibility for a breach of the 
laws from the employers to the managers or 
foremen, thus opening @ way for evasions 
and making men of straw answerable instead 
of the principals. The proposals relating to 
breach of contracts are held by the Freisin- 
nige party and the socialists to be disguised 
attacks upon the right of coalition, lead- 
ing to further powers for the suppres- 
sion of strikes. The opposition gathers 
force, the Socialists declaring that the sup- 
posed new era of labor reforms differs littie 
from the Bismarckian era, und that the bill 
will be a deception unless greatly modified. 
This spirit of the opposition promises a 
sequence of irritating debates before the 
House can dispose of the Labor bill. 

Another labor conference having influence 
in devermining the final form ot the bill will 
be neld here. The Emperor intendsto sum- 
mon delegates from every trade in Germany 
to discuss trade questions, and he proposes 
to establish a special permanent 
operatives’ council, under the Presi- 
dency of Baron von Berlepsch, Minister 
of Commerce, each member having 2, 
marks yearly, with the title of Arbeltsrath. 
The members of the council will be selected 
delegates to the confer- 
The project is obviously in the 
same line as the labor schemes, 
aiming to give imperial control 
of the workingmen with purchase power 
over the salaried leaders. Socialists lke 
Vollmar, Liebknecht, and Bebel, who are 
impregnable to money considerations, will 
resent the Emperor’s offers. 

Will Oppose the Military Bill. 

The Military bill will be the first to lead to 
some definition of party groups. The Social- 
ist section, the Freisinnige section, and the 
Center Bection are -expected to oppose the 
bill. still the Government will have a large 
majority. The Freisinnige pari 
be weakened through intern 
largely of a personal 
Rickert, Barth, and Schrader are still 
aiming to get md of Richter’s lead- 
ershiv. Prince Schoenach-Karolath, whose 
humanitarian oration at the last session at- 
tracted so much attention, has receded from 
the Reichpartei and gone over to the Nation- 
al Liberals.

Emin Wanted to Join the Germans. 

A white book on East Africa was issued 
today preparatory to Monday’s debate. It 
gives a dispatch from Maj. Wissmanon stat- 
ing that Emin Pasha ee desired to 

lace his experience at the disposal of the 

rman serviee and begged that his offer 
might be placed before the Emperor 
and Prince Bismarck. Prince Bismarck 
replied: **Emin’s offer is weicome. Inform 
me exactly of his wishes.“ Maj. Wissmann 
thereupon arranged tne existing engage- 
ment with Emin, who from his first contact 
with Maj. Wissmann had been eager“to escape 
from English influence. The white book 
describes the process of the. consol- 
idauon of the German power until the capture 
of Kilwa. Chancellor von Caprivi is expected 
to inform the House as to the position 
of the negotiations with England on 
the limitauon of the boundaries in 
Africa. The Engiish Envoy, Sir. Percy 
Anderson, declines to admit Ger- 
muny’s claims extending her frontier and 
influence to the Congo Free State. He claims 
that the English influence extends from Vic- 
toria Nyanza to Albert Nyanza, including the 
whole basin of tite White Nile. 


Wants Bismarck to Keep Quiet. 

Prince Bismarck during the week received 
severalcommunications from the Emperor, 
couched in friendly terms, but practically 
suggesting that his retirement from office 
should involve political inactivity. Baron 
Huchter stayed two days at Fri¢edricnsruhe 
and left impressed with the conviction that 
the ex-Chancellor considered himself 
still the most potent influence in 
the Empire, believing that tne Emperor ere 
long will be obliged to recall him to extricate 
the Government from the difficulties into 
which he will have plunged it. He freely 
expressed his discontent because the Emperor 
in the speech from the throne omitted refer- 
ence to his dismissal. The Em- 
peror says that “dismissal” is not the 
right phrase. If the Prince had not several 
times offered to resign the Emperor would 
not have taken advantage of the last threat 
to part with him. The threat was first made 
verbally and was not accepted; then a re- 
quest for permission to resign was made in 
writing and was granted. 

The Freisinnige Zeitung is gaining a bad no- 
toriety through its publication of scandals in 
regard to Prince Bismarck. It declares that

What Language Will They Speak ? 

A queer issue has arisen with the Czar 
over the meeting with Emperor Wiiliam at 
the coming maneuvers. Last year at the im- 
perial meeting their Majesties spoke French. 
Emperor William 1ecen instructed Gen. 
von Schweinitz, German Minister to Russia, 
to ask tne Czar to use the German language. 
Gen. Schweinitz referred the request to M. 
de Geirs, Russia's Prime Minister, in the 
Russian language, promising that at the 
next visit of the Czar to Germany 
Emperor Wiliam would speak the Russian 
language and would cause everybody around 
the Czar to use the same tongue. M.de 
Giers pleads that the Czar does not speak 
good German; and says that if Emperor 
William ignores French he must have re- 
course to Russian. 


Prince Henry Not in Disgrace. 


The story that Prince Henry, the Emperor’s 
brother, was in disgrace and had been given 
a month's enforced leave of absence is un- 
true. He was present at the opening of 
the Reichstag, and has staied at the 
Schloss in the friendliest inter- 
course with his brother. He left 
with the Princess tonight on a visit to the 
ducal family at Hesse. From there he will 
go to Homburg to visit his mother and thence 
to England, where he and his wife will be 
the guests of the Queen at Windsor. 


A New Miners’ Law. 

Minister von Berlepsch has called a méet- 
ing of inspectors of mines to assist in the 
preparation of a new miners’ law. 

At Hamburg 40,000 masons and carpenters 
are on strike and at Stettin 8,000 masons 
At Cologne the 
brewers’ workmen have quit work. The 
shoemakers demand a minimum of 15 marks 
weekly and a working day of eleven hours. 
At Leipsic the employers have formed 
a permanent union to fan 
strikers. The Berlin

Mr. Haynes 
avows that the committee is called together 
for the purpose of electing a Chairman to 
succeed the late John C. Campbell and to 
make arrangements for the convention at 
Springheid June 4 No one, how- 
ever, believes that these are the 
objects of the cali. There are those who are 
disposed to be charitable and to excuse the 
Secretary of the committee by asserting that 
his wily assocrates have imposed upon him. 


The Chairman to be elected next Friday will 


hold the office only two weeks. Why should 
twenty-six busy Democrats be drawn from 
their political and other business in theirown 
districts to confer such a short-lived honor 
on one of their associates? And if they 
were called together to arrange for the con- 
vention they would surely meet in the city 
of the convention—in Spring flelu—not in 
Chicago. 

The truth of the matter is that the com- 
mittee is called together to head off the 
boom that is being manufactured by certain 
interested parties in the interest of Jobn M. 
Palmer, The committee when it issued its 
call for the State Convention was pro- 
Palmer. It practically instructed the coun- 
ty conventions to vote on the question 
whether the State Convention shail put in 
nomination a candidate for United States 
Senator. Since the call was issued many of 
the members have come tothe conclusion 
that they made a huge mistake.

Much interest attended the decision today 
of Judge Johnson, in the famous Hawley- 
Tesch case, which has occupied th) courts tor 
some time. Cyrus Hawiey, who died in 1871. 
named John K. Tesch as the trustee of his 
estate, which included a large tract of land 
in the western part of the city, be- 
tween Grand avenue and Chestnut street. 
In 1881 Mr. Tesch sold a section 
of the land to L. D. Vogel of St. Louis, a rei- 
ative of his wife, for 000, on long time 
payment, and in 1884 Mr. Tesch sold another 
section of the land for $50,000 mg, ership, 
including Charles J. Munkwitz, W. W. Cole- 
man, and Imre Boos, the latter a son-in- 
law of Mr. Tesch. In settling up the 
Hawley estate in the Probate Court in 
1886 the discovery was made that Mr. 
Tesch had apparently been false to his trust. 
Immediately afterwards the Hawley heirs 
brought suit against Mr. Tesch and the pur- 
chasers of the property, alleging collusion to 
defraud the Hawley heirs, it bemg claimed 
that none of the alieged sales were bona fide 
at the time, but that Mr. Tesch and his rela- 
tives in the sale had pocketed the in- 
creased valuation for which the property 
sold in after years. In his decision Judge 
Johnson sustains the allegation and orders 
that John H. Tesch be depused as trustee of 
the estate, and that some suitable person be 
appointed in his place. He also orders that 
the lands conveyed by Tesch to Boos and 
Vogel be reconveyed to the new trustee, 
and that Tesch and the others turn 
over the proceeds of such parts of the 
land as had since been sold to the trustee. 
Judge Johnson further held that Coleman 
and Munkwitz were innocent purchasers. 
Tesch’s attorneys have not yet determined 
onan appeal to the Supreme- Court. If the 
decision is enforced Tesch will be obliged to 
turn over about $200,000 in cash to the Haw- 
ley heirs, as most of the land has since been 
sold in lots. Mr. Tesch, who for many years 
has been one of the leading druggists of Mil- 
waukee, it is said, leaves for Europe imme- 


diately.

VICAR-GENERAL KEEGAN OF BROOKLYN. 


The Popular: Brooklyn Priest’ Dies at an 
Advanced Age. 

Nrw York, May 10.—[vecial.]—The Very 
Rev. Father William Keegan, Vicar-General 
of the Catholic Diocese of Brooklyn and 
pastor of tne Church of the Assumpdon, died 
of pneumonia ut the pastoral residence today, 
aged 75. Father Keegan was probably the 
best known and most popular priest in Brook- 
lyn. He had been in the one parish since he 
was ordained, thirty-six years ago. He came 
to this country when 8 years old, and later on 
he entered St. John’s College at Fordham, 
where he obtained his education. He was for 
several years a professor in that institution, 
and was ordained in 1853 by a Papal legate, 
and immediately came to the Church of the 
Assumption as an assistact to the Rev. 
David W. Bacon, who afterward became 
Bishop of Portland, Me. After Father 
Bacon’s election to the Bishopric, Father 
Keegan was made rector of the Church of 
the Assumption, and was requested to be- 
come Bishop of Portiand when Father Bacon 
died, but dechned. He was a warm friend of 
Bishop Loughlin and was made Vicar-Gen- 
eral in 1880. He has been chapiain of the St. 
Patrick's Society for more than twenty-five 
years. Ine late Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
was one of his warmest admirers. 


Ottmar Heben Rothacker. 

Omana, Neb., May 10.— [Special. Ottmar 
Heben Rothacker, formerly editor-in-chief of 
the Omaha epubdlican, died at St. Joseph's 
Hospital .at 2 o’clock this afternoon. Mr.

The real object is, however, a desire to 
force the adoption of a new passenger agree- 
ment and tne foi mation of a new associauon. 
The General Passenger Agents of the roads 
between Chicago and the Rocky Mountains 
were in session all the .week considering 
a plan for a new Western Passenger 
Association.” The agreemént was adopted 
by nineteen of the principal roads, the Wis- 
consin Central being the only leading line 
that déclined to join. It was decided to go 
ahead without it. Friday new rules were 
adopted and no serious opposition was man- 
ifested; Only a few minor details remained 
to be compieted to make the reement 
effective when the meeting assembled yes- 
terday morning. Everything indicated that 
a new era of harmony and prosperity was in 
store for Western railroads so far as passen- 
ger business was concerned. 

On mowon the Wiscoasin Central was re- 
quested to join the new organization. In 
answer that road telegraphed that it would 
not join the association unless its request for 
differential rates was granted. The Milwav- 
kee and St. Paul announced that owing to 
the refusal it was compelled to repudiate all 
that had been done during the previous ses- 
sions. There was an interesting time ſor a 
few minutes, during which threats of all 
sorts were made and disastrous consequences 
predicted. 

It is claimed that the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul's action was not so much on account of 
the attitude of the Wisconsin Central as to 
punish the Chicago and Northwestern, 
which, while it refuses to divide freight 
traffic or aid in the restoration of freight 
rates, is the strongest advocate for a restora- 
tion of passenger rates, which would be to 
its special benefit. The Milwaukee and Sb.

That 83,000,000 Suit. 

A suit was commenced yesterday in the 
Circuit Court of Cook County by James H. 
Montgomery, President of the Montgomery 
Palace Stock-Car company, in which the 
complainant asks $3,000,000 damages for the 
alleged wroagful appropriation of certain 
patents covering inventions for improve- 
ment of ‘stock-cars by Street’s Palace Stock- 
Car company. The suit was first filed in the 
United States Circuit Court Feb. 25. 
Detendants filed a demurrer, claiming that 
the Federal Court had no jurisdiction. Judge 
Blodgett decided that inasmuch as both com- 
plainant and defendant were residents of 
this State the suit should have been brought 
in the State Court, and therefore dismissed 
the bill for want of jurisdiction, without 
prejudice to the complainant and without de- 
ciding aay of the allegations contained in the 
bill, thus leaving the complainant at liberty 
to renew the suit in the State Court.

LUCKY JUMP TO THE BREAKWATER. 


George Wilkins’ Coolness Saves Him from 
Drowning—Genera!l Marine News.

PHINEAS FOGG AND NELLIE BLY OUT- 
DONE BY CITIZEN TRAIN, 


The Disciple of Paycho Reaches London 
on Schedale Time, Fifty-two Days Out 
from Tacoma—Be Expects te Complete 
the Journey in Sixty-two Days—The 
United States Threatened with De- 
straction on His Return. 

SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 

[ 1390, by James Gordon Bennett.) 

Lonpon, May 10.— Around the world in 
eighty days seemed fast even for one of 
Jules Verne’s novels. Not many years ago 
under Verne’s pen Phineas Fogg became a 
Wonderful feilow. Phineas Fogg was in Lon- 
don today. He was on his way around the 
world. He had been fifty-two days on the 
journey and expected to finish it in ten days 
more. Friday night the following telegram 
was received at the Herald office: 

“Arrive Metropole, noon 10th, fifty days 
from Tacoma. Come to lunch. Leave on the 
Etruria from Queenstown Sunday. 

“ GeorGE Francis TRAIN.” 

Between 2 and 8 o’clock this afternoon the 
guests at the Hotel Metropole elevated their 
eyebrows as a sturdily-built man whose 
grizzled locks were partiy covered by a 
red fez bounced up the marble steps 
and in a few lengthy strides reached 
the office. There he learned that tne tele- 
grams which he had showered upon the 
Metropole touching lunch, special boats, spe- 
Cial trains, the Savage club-rooms, and other 
matters had not been thoroughly understood. 
He also learued that the Metropole was 
crowded. By 3 Mr. Train and his baggage 
were at the Victoria. 

“Hab! hah! No, I haven’t touched the 
hand of man or woman for fourteen years. 
I will shake bands,Chinese tashion.“ 

This was Mr. Train’s greeting. We shook 


bands Chinese fashion, which means shaking 


hands with yourself and looking at the other 
fellow. Mr. Train is packed with exclama- 
tion points. In an ordinary conversation a 
jump of 5,000 miles is nothing to him One 
moment his manner is dove-like; the t he 
is like unto a combination of the tige, dan- 
gerous lunatic, and steam hammer. He is 
modest in his own way, he says, yet he is not 
above blowing his own horn. Let him tell 
his own storv: 

‘** Fifty-two days on the way and will fin- 
ish the journey around the world in ten days 
more. member the fuss some people made 
when a young woman Went round the world 
in seventy-two days and some hours’ It’s 
enough to maxe one sick. It’s nothing. Any- 
body could do it. Remember Juies Verne’s 
Around the World in Eiguty Days.’ 
He. stole my thunder in VFhineas Fogg. 
But I have beaten Phineas Fogg out of 
sight. What put the notion into my head? 
Well, Jim was possessed of a great psychic 
force. Jim is a volunteer of Tacoma, you 
know, and where is it? In Washington 
State, on Puget Sound. I went there, the

RECORD OF THE JOURNEY. 

„J left Tacoma March 18, charterea a 
steamer at Olympia for £200 to catch the 
Vancouver boat and caughtit. There were 
500 people to see me off. Made the trip to 
Yokohama in sixteen days. There I found 
that the North German Lloyd steamer bai 
been gone two days; she was at 
Kobe, and I asked them to bold her 
by wire. They laughed at me, and 1 
held her by wire and engaged a special train. 
I traveled 360 miles through the interior of 
Japan. At Noyosaki the Consul told me that 
no foreigner could get a passport in less than 
three days. I said [’d get one in three 
seconds or see the Mikado, or bust the Em- 
pire. I wentto Tokio and got my passport 
in thirty minutes. I took a special train 
for Kobe. There I bired a steam launch to 
catch the steamship Gen. Warder. I caught 
her and went to Hong Kong. I was delayed 
outside the harbor for two days by afog. I 
left Hong Kong April 13 and reached Singa- 
pore, a distance of 1,428 miles, in three and a 
naif days. I was detained thirty hours on 
the way by rain and cycione. I 
jumped to Colombo in four days 
and made another jump of 2,008 miles 
to Aden in six and one-half days. I went 
up the Red Seato Suez,a distance of 1,308 
miles, in taree anda half days, and got into 
the canal before the Pando boat. 

I had sent word on to charter a steam 
launch ia case of need, but didn’t need 

steamship Prussen couldn't 
the Brindisi mail, 80 1 
aboard the Pando steamer 
Arcadia and went through the Suez Canal in 
sixteen hours. I was at Brindisi two and 
a half days later, and left Brindisi at 2 p. m.

1 telegraphed to Dover for a special boat, 
and was told I could have one 
for £40. All right. The boat came, 
but there were many people who 
desired to come, so they charged 
others the 17s 6d a head and charged me 
nothing.

I reached 
Calais at 9 o'clock this morning, telegraphed 
for a special train trom Dover to London, left 
Dover at noon, arrived m London at 2 p. m., 
and will leave at twenty minutes past S. I’ve 
got a dispatch from the Cunard Line which 
tells me wat if 1 leave on that train! can 
catch the Etruria at Queenstown and sail in 
her for New York tomorrow afternoon. 1 
will arrive at New York next Saturday.

THE TYPICAL AMERICAN. 


Andrew Lang ana Max O'Rell in the North 
American Review: We are asked to describe 
or define the typical American. It is like one 
of those difficult drawihg-room games which 
are played with paper and pencils. Candor 
seems to be the order of the hour, and one 
may begin by saying that, if we judged Amer- 
icans by this new sportor pastime, we might 
be tempted to think them a trifle self-con- 
scious. The French, the Germans, the Eu- 
giish, “ the cannibal and the very Perusine,”’ 
as an old author has it, do not troudle them- 
selves about their type. We know what the 
French think our type is—not John Bull at 


all, but a long, thin man in tweeds, with long, 


pendent whiskers and an air of respectabie 
dilapidation. That is not qufte accurate; and 
inaccurate, of course, is our traditional Jon- 
alhan, with ahuge straw hat, with his chair 
tilted back, with the big knife that restiessly 
Wwhitties, ana the plug of tobacco which is in- 


cessantly chewed. Then we have innumera- 


ble types“ in modern novels—in Mr. James’, 
Mr. Howeils’, in Mr. Barnes of New York,”’ 
in Mr. Edgar Faweett's romances, and in 
those of Mr. Saitus. The types have not 
many things in common, and what foreigner 
is to decide where natives digagree? 

Iam not a good person to ask about typical 
Americans, for I have seen but few, and have 
never been in the States. Certainly I have 
met none who wear straw hats, chew tobac- 
co, whittle, spit, tilt their chairs, or dispose 
their feet on the chimney-piece. And I have 
never been addressed as stranger nor as 
Britisher,“ nor even shot at. Only once 
have I met an American who was full of 
strange oaths. It was in 1870, when I chanced 
twice to visit Lausanne in ethe,course of a 
week. On the first occasion I staid at 
Ouchy, where were many American ladies, 
dressed with a magnificence that rebuked the 
dowdy Britisb‘fair, in her kind of shirt ana 
kind of skirt. If our women dress dep'orably 
absurdty, as many of them do, perhaps their 
sisters of the States are now and then inap- 
propriately magnificent. But this is a di- 
gression. At Ouchy I met a deligutful Amer- 
ican gentleman, who had seen the world and 
tne face of war, and who might have been an 
Austrian, an Englishman, an Italian, or ai- 
most anything civilized except a Prussian. 
But at the Hotel Gibbon, in the same week, I 
meta party of young American men who 
were the most profane and noisy tigers“ 
(as Maj. Pendennis would have said) that 
one ever encountered. Yet there was some- 
thing Vivacious and exotic in their manner 
which was curious, if not engaging. 

But, if try we must, here goes for the typical 
American of the educated classes. He is not 


very like an Englishman; he is rather more 


like a Frenchman, but still more like an Amer- 
ivan. You cannot say where he differs in ap- 
pearance from a Briton; it may be his neck- 
tie, his boots, or tne way in which he brushes 
his hair. He seldom looks as if he lived much 
in the open air or was fond of field sports. 
He is much more vivacious than an English- 
man, more original in manner, more fertile 
in ideas, more;modern in every way. He is 
almost too good company; too effervescent 
for some natives of a slow, foggy climate. 
He is enviably detached from our infernal 
politics and social confusions. These are all 
pretty iadifferent | the native of a country 
which has elbow-réom, u militia which shoots, 
aud practically no neighbors. He is usualty 
rather fond of the Irish and their cause, but 
he never gocs to Ireland. He does not mind 
explaining to you the niceties of base-bal!: but 
I have known an elderly Frenchmantake more 
interest than be does in cricket. He seems 
to me to know a great deal about cookery 
and delicacies of straoge names, American or 
French; but he has, perhaps, no very high 
opinion of our poor culinary efforts. 

He is not curious, however, in strange 
mixed juleps and cocktails and so forth, like 
the representative American of the stage. 
He very seldom talks with an Engiisf accent, 
and even when be does his idioms betray 
him. He takes a Piatonic ikterest in poker, 
but is no gambler. He is much too familiar 
with English life to be very keenly curious 
about it, and he never dreams of going to see 
the lions. He-is rather fond of the play, 
knowing and caring very much more about 
our authors, actors, pieces, and so forth than 
Ido forone. He is kind, courteous, ingen- 
ious, obliging, a good fellow, and welcome be- 
cause he is infinitely more alive than most of 
us. To bring him into a room full of dejected 
Britons is like pouring fresh water among 
fish in @ pail. He is patriotic, but no 
Chauviniste, and is aware that Bunker Hill 
was buta British defeat. He does not talk 
about the war and Mr. Abraham Lincolc. 
We are sorry when he goes away, and glad 
when he comes back again, with a new budg- 
et of good stories, for, if he has a Nationa! 
trait, itis the swopping of anecdotes. He is 
not a map that anyoody would think of try- 
ing to impose on, but de is not demonstra- 
tively acute. Never have I seen a robustious 
American, nor an American who preached, 
nor an American who told pointiess stories. 

ANDREW LANG. 
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Unfortunately, the typical American, as I 
have said in a lecture, is just what I always 
have failed to discover in America. Is tue 
reader quite sure there exists such a being as 
the typical American? A few days ago I was 
speaking on this very subject with two emi- 
nent Americans. Both seemed inclined to 
believe in his exietenee. Oue was of the 
opinion that the typical American wus taci- 
tura; the other was of the opinion that he 
was talkative. Howshould I settie tne case! 
Now. let us understand each other, The 
whole civilized worid, as it has been re- 
marked before, iscomposed of oalv two kinds 
of men—men who are gentlemen and men 
who are not—and America is no exception to 
that rule. In feeing, in behavior, in culture, 
and in refinement of manners there is no 
difference—none whatever — between an 
American gentleman and a gentleman from 
France, Engiand, or any European country, 
including rmany. Good society is good 
society everywhere; a gentleman is a gentie- 
man everywhere, It, therefore, we wish to 
discover @ typical American, it is not among 
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Nations are like human beings: when 

ay > have the a and 
children. This child ss has given 
birth in this country to what I have no best- 
tation in calling the chief American trait—in- 
quisitiveness. 

Take American journalism. Does it not 
live by catering to this National trait? Let 
an artist, a singer, a painter, a writer. be- 
come popular in America; will not your. 
— immediately inform the public what 

eorshe has for breakfast? When I made 
my first appearance on an American plat- 
form the public were informed that I wore 
an irreproachable white necktie and patent- 
leather boots, and that the front of my shirt 
had only one button-nole. Personally, I 
should have imagined that such details must 
be very ‘uninteresting, but I suppose they 
are not. Journalists are like other men of 
business—they supply the article that is 
wanted. I remember quite weil how a paper 
in a little Pennsylvania town had a long ar- 
ticle on the subject of a ught-gray pair of 
trousers that I wore while walking about the 
town. There wus not much on the subject of 
the lecture I had given the night before, but 
my white pants,“ it appeared, nad attracted 
a great deal of public attention; and it was 
only my modesty— my weil-known_modesty 
which prevented me from folding the 
above-mentioned “white pants,” packing 
them, and sending them, with my compli- 
mente, to the editor of the paper in question 
with the view of contributing to the starting 
of a local museum of curiosities. 

I have been asked by American reporters 
whether [ did my literary work in the morn- 
ing, in the afternoon, or in the evening. I 
have been usked by others whether used 
white or blue paper (sic). One said to me 
that he had been told that M. Jules Claretie, 
the novelist, who in now Director of the 
Comédie Fraccaise, uses large-size paper to 
write his novels on, and small-size paper for 
his journalistic work; and 1 reaily felt sorry 
to be unabie to give him satisfaction. 

Look, again, at the advertisements in the 
papers of tuis country. Why, you will see 
that a bootmaker, a hatter, or any other 
tradesman will publish. bis portrait by the 
side of tne puffing advertisement of his 
goods. Willthe publication of his portrait 
help this tradesman to sell his goods? Well, 
he must think so, or he would not got go into 
the expense of having the block made. 

The personalities that are indulged in by 
your press, the details of private life, some 
of them most trivial, that are made public 
every day—all this tends to snow that in- 
quisitiveness is an American trait, and, 1 
personaily believe, the chief American trait. 

Ihave said that inquisitiveness was the chief 
American trait, and that it arose from the 
childish character of a man who belongs to a 
great, successful, but young Nation. Are 
there not other traits, more or lees typical of 
American manners, arising from the same 
cause? I believe there are. Generosity, im- 
pulsiveness, forgiveness, and-—excuse the 
word—cheek are among them. The Ameri- 
can runs wildly after the dollar, but he is 
lavish of it; he does not love it; he likes it 
for what it procures; and avarice, which 

ou so commonly find in England and in 

‘france, is a vice—an ugly vice—that you 
very seldom find in an American. He will 
resent an insult, but very quickly forgets it; 
and there is no man in the world that can stand 
e chaffing as well as he does. 

e is audacious, simply because be has done 
such marvelous things in such a short time 
that he simply believes nothing is impossible 
to him. His ideas are eccentric, but eccen- 
tricity is only an exaggerated form of the 
activity of mind. He lives on a continent so 
vast that he can hardly see alimittoit. He 
has the word big carved on the cranium, 
and is ita wonder that sometimes the word 
is so deeply carved that it makes a hole or a 
crack iu it? 

Irepeat it, I have never discovered the 
typical Américan, although I have diseovered 
traits that are characteristic of most Ameri- 
cans; and, as for American gentlemen, I 
Ihave never been able to distinguish them 
from English or French gentlemen. The ar- 
istocracy of nature is universal. 

Now, if there is no typical American man, 
I believe there is a typical American woman; 
but as Ihave not been asked to contr, bute 
my mite on the subject, I will abstain from 
making any remarks upon ber.

wheat and were less by 610,000 bushels in 
corn. The packing of Chicago since the close 
of February includes 749,000 hogs, against 
577,000 for the same time last year aud 536,000 
for do in 1888. 


Tux courts have struck some heavy biows 
recently agains: the Sugar Trust in New 
York and the Gas Trustin Chicago, but the 
Standard Oil monopoly seems to have gained 
a marked victory in the New York Supreme 
Courtin its contest with George Rice, the 
independent refiner. Rice bought tive shares 
of stock in the trust and demanded that they 
be transferred and a new certificate issued 
in his name, but this was refused on the 
ground that Rice wanted to get access to the 
books and papers of the combine in order to 
harass and annoyit. It was no doubt true 
that Rice’s purpose was to secure informa- 
uon concerning some of the secret opera- 
tionsof the trust and that he bought the 
stock for that purpose. Nevertheless the 
New York court now holds that the transfer 
of assigned shares was at the discretion of 
the trust. Hence the trust is relieved of any 
obligation to give Rice a certificate of stock 
inhisown name or to allow him access to 
tne books or any rights which usually belong 
to astockholder. It would seem that auto- 
cratic trustism is being strongly supported 
by the courts when trustees holding stock 
only for voting purposes are permitted to re- 
tain it and arbitrarily refuse to make trans- 
fers to purchasers for value.

WHO OWNS THE LAKE-FRONT? 

There is undeniably a strong feeling in 
favor of the selection of the Lake-Front Park 
asthe site for the main buildings of the 
World's Fair if it can be utilized to that end. 
The feeling is so strong that it disregards the 
fact that to choose it might be to split up the 
exhibition into fragments and make it an un- 
profitable thing of shreds and patches, whiie 
the language of the act of Corgress clearly 
contemplates one site, which shall be spacious 
enough to accommodate without ¢rowding 
those products of the manufactory, the sea, 
the land, and the mine which are to be rep- 
resented by their choicest specimens. 

It is natural that the Lake-Front should be 
the favorite at the outset. It is so central 
for all the railroad trains. Chicagoans have 
been accustomed to go there for public and 
Fourth of July purposes. The land is un- 
used, and belongs to no individuals or‘ syn- 
dicate. The vacant territory from Park row 
northward to Randolph street seems to the 
eye of one unfamiliar with modern exposi- 
tions ample for all purposes. 

But there is a grave and not sufficiently re- 


‘garded difficulty in the way of using the 


Lake-Front Park, even were it ten times the 
size it is, and that is che title. Who owns all 
that land and thé land under the water ad- 
joining? From whom shall the Board of 
Directors get permission to use it? We 
might guess who will finaily be declared to 
have title, butit may not be an easy matter 
to go ahead and act on that guess. 

After nearly twenty years of acrimonious 
dispute and discussion the question as to the 
ownership of the Lake-Front Park from Park 


row to Madison street, of the submerged | 


lands to the east of it, of the two blocks to 
the north of itextending to Randolph, and 
of Dearborn Park came up for final hearing 
before Judges Harlan and Blodgett of the 
United States Court. The contending parties 
were the United States, tne State of Lilinois, 
the City of Chicago, and tne Illinois Cent ral 
Railroad. The two real disputants were 
the city and the road. All the United 
States wanted was to prevent any 
interference by any one with the outer 
harbor it had built at so much er- 
pense and tosecure an acknowledgment of its 
ultimate title to the vacant lands between 
Randolph and Madison streets. The State 
asserted that it was the owner of the sub- 
merged lands from fark row northward, 
and that it was the only one that had any 
right to build docks and wharves there. The 
lilinois Central under the act of 1869 claimed 
the submerged lands as far out into the outer 
barbor as the General Government would let 
it go, with tne right to erect docks and 
wharves thereon, and also that it was en- 
titled to the two blocks between Madison 
and Randolph which the Legislature said it 
might have on the payment to the city of 
$500,000 for these two blocks and the one 
next south to Monroe. It asserted. that 
the repealing act of 1878 was aull and void. 
The city claimed everything as its own—the 
submerged lands and the right to build docks 
and wharves,the Lake-Front, Dearborn Park, 
and the blocks opposite. The case was ar- 
gued at length by lawyers of the highest 
ability, the present Chief Justice appearing 
for the city. 


The decision of the Judges was substan- 


tially in favor of Chicago. Thé ‘act of 1869, 
on which the Illinois Central rested its case, 


‘was almost entirely wiped out. Various 


technical ergumenis against its validity met 
with scant consideration, but it was held that 
the repealing act of 1873 was valid and wipea 
out those provisions of the first act which 
gave the railway the submerged lands and the 
three blocks. All that was left of the first 
act was the clause confirming to the road 
certain patches of land it had acquired with- 


out authority prior to 1869. 


The court held that the Legislature, by the 
Lake-Front act, sought to make the {Illinois 
Central railroad compuny its agent to carry 
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on it not given by the original char- 
ter. pow ture four years later decid- 


ed that this public purpose could be better 
carried out in another way, 
withdrew, as it had power to do, the author- 


and therefore 


ity it had previously conferred. While the 
railroad thus lost the great.stakes for which 
it had been playing it was given title to ail 
ita encroachments rler to 1869 north of Ran- 
dolph street. e 

The claim of the State was summarily dis- 
posed of. Fractional Section 15—east of 
State and between Twelfth and Madison— 
was given by the General Government to the 
State for canal-construction purposes. The 
Cana! Commissioners laid it off in streets and 
lots and sold the lots and applied the money in 
digging a canal. On the plat Michigan avenue 
was marked as extending to the water’s edge. 
The city, therefore, becamg the riparian owner, 


and as by its charter authority had been 


given to establish docks and wharves the 
State had nothing to do with the matter. As 
for the United States it ‘was decided that it 
had divested itself of and had no title to 
Dearborn Park or any other property in Frac- 
tional Section 10, and that it nad a standing 
in court only so far as it sought to protect 


the harbor the Government nad made from 


anything which would lessen or destroy its 


value. 

Thus the city by this decision was given all 
it expected and more than it had sometimes 
looked for. But, unfortunately, the matter is 
not yet finally settled. An appeal was taken 
by the United States to the Supreme Court and 
jit must pass on the case. There 1s, however, 
hardly a shadow of doubt that that tribunal 
will conctr in the eiaborate opinion of 
Judges Harlan and Blodgett. It is a suit in- 
yolying no great political or constituuonal 
principles on which men divide. It is largely 
one of fact, and in such cases the finding of 
the Justice who satin the Circuit Court is 
rarely disturbed. But years may pass be- 
fore the matter is finaily disposed of, and 
until it is there will always remain a cloud 
on the title of the city. 


WANTED—AN ORCHESTRA FOR CHICAGO, 

Among the many conspicuous features of 
the remarkable local musical season of 1889 
90 will be the appearance of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra this week at Central 
Music-Hall, under its new leader, Arthur 
Nikitsch. The Boston orchestra is no stran- 
ger here. In.past seasons it has commended 
itself to the favor of our concert-goers by its 
admirable performances under its late di- 
rector, Mr. Gericke. There will unquestion- 
ably be still more curiosity to hear this fine 
band with its new Hungarian leader, whose 
qualities as a conductor have gained high 
praise for him at the East, and especially to 
listen to his interpretations of the superb 
program presented for the single concert to 
be given here. 

The visit of this orchestra is an event to be 
looked forward to with as much interest as 
that of the Thomas Orchestra, but delightful 
as it will be it is tempered by one reflection 
which is thoroughly discreditable to Chicago. 
Why should this great city, with all its 
wealth, its enterprise, and its undoubt- 
edly musical taste, and generous patronage, 
be obliged to depend entirely for its or- 
chestral music upon bands from abroad? It 
is mortifying to reflect that if Mr. Thomas 
should at any time abandon his summer 
mght seasons we should not have more than 
one or two orchestral concerts in a year and 
might have none, It is also mortifying to 
reflect that while Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, 
Louisville, and St. Louis have their own 
orchestras, capable of doing large works, 
weil drilled and disciplined, and accustomed 
to play together, Chicago has nothing which 
can he called a homogeneous organization. 
This deficit is not due to lack of musical 
talent. We have a sufficient number of good 
musicians to make the foundation of a large 
and effective orchestra. We should need to 
import buta very few instruments to com- 
plete an organization equal to any in tne 


country in a short time. The proof of this is 


shown in the results Mr. Thomas accom- 
plished with nome players last summer. 
What we lack is, firet, a leader, and, second, 
some man or set of men with public 
Spirit enough to guaraniee its expenses. 
The leader can be had, but where is 
the patron? Chicago will have the World's 
Fair. Music must of necessity play an im- 
portant part in its entertainment, Is Chica- 
go prepared to confess she has no orchestra 
for such an occasion, and must she import 
one, leader and ali? There never can be any 
genuine progress in the higher music in this 
city until we have an orchestra of our own 
under a competent leader, instead of a 
scratch organization playing under Tom, 
Dick, and Harry. Are none of our wealthy 
music-lovers public-spiritea enough to come 
forward and secure one? Must Mr. Wolf- 
sohn's $1,000 subscription remain at the head 
of the list without any associates? 


YAN PHON LEE AND HIS MOTHER-IN-LAW. 

Yan Phon Lee, one of the smartest China- 
men who have ever found their way to this 
country, is now figuring in the divurce 
courts of New Haven. He has been a con- 
spicuous figure in New Haven society since 
1878, when he went to a school in that city to 
prepare himself for Yale College. He en- 


tered the university in 1884 and was gradu- 


ated in 1887, having gained great distinction 
by his fine scholarship, Shortly after his 
graduation he became engaged to a young 
heiress, Miss Elizabeth Jerome, renounced 
Buddhism, and, as will be remembered, 
wrote a very entertaining paper in the North 
American eview entitled, “‘Why I Am a 
Christian.” In 1887 he married Miss Jerome, 
and the wedding was celebrated with great 
éclat by the Rev. Joseph H. Twichell of the 
‘Asylum Congregational Church of Hartford. 
Since his marriage he has been engaged in 
various religious enterprises, has lectured 
much, and is now the editor of a Sunday- 
school paper. 

Apparently Mr. Yan Phon Lee was a ver- 
itable daisy or China aster. His piety and 
fervor commended him to the church people, 
who regarded him as a brand plucked from 
the burning. Society was also charmed by 
him and made much of him. His wife, how- 
ever, soon found him out asa gay deceiver, 
and discovered that her almond-eyed spouse 
was maintaining more families than the law 
allows and was unfaithful to his vows in 
several cities where he had been telling 
gudiences how he became a Christian, and 
has now brought suit for divorce from her 
Celestial companion. Yan Phon Lee denies 
the soft impeachment and avers that the 
complication is an aggravated case of mother- 
in-law. In a letter to the clergyman who 
married them he sets forth his side of the 
case in very graphic style. After a vigorous 
protestation of his innocence he writes: I 
plunged into the uncertain sea of matrimony 
without much thought while my blood was 
warm and I was flushed with success, and 
confident that I could get along somehow. 
But I reckoned without my mother- 
in-law, for whose overmuchness I as 
well as many men have suffered and 

am suffering.” Having struck this familiar 
minor chord of so many marital experiences 
Van Phon Lee declares that the mother-in- 


law favored his suit and egged on the mar- | 


riage, but afterward conceived the idea he 
had married the daughter for her money.

A LIBERAL ELECTION GAIN. 

The Gladstonians have again scored at a 
by-election—this time at East Bristol, where 
a vacancy occurred through the death of 
Mr. Handel Cossham, obe of the Radigal 
leaders. At the elecuon of Friday the Glad- 
stonian candidate was elected by a majority 
of 2,875 against a majority of 1,736 obtained 
by Mr. Cossham in 1884, and a Liberal ma- 
jority of 2,245 obtained in 1885 before home 
rule was proposed. Thus che Liberals are 
better off now by 630 votes than they were 
in 1885, and 1,139 stronger than they were 
at the last general election. This result is 
no doubt largely due to the return of the 
mugwump Liberais, who were dissatisfied 
with Mr. Gladstone’s home-rule proposals in 
1886, to the Liberal home-rule fold, for 
whereas the Liberals polled only 3,672 ia 
1886 they polled 4,775 at Friday’s elecuon, a 
gain of 1,000. 

The Tory bargain with the British saloon- 
keepers, the consideration of which is the 
clause of the proposed liquor bill compensating 
the saloonkeepers deprived of their licenses 
by the new county boards for the loss of the 
same, will not help the party in power. Easj 
Bristol is a workingman and small shop- 
keeper community where saloons are numer- 
ous and where it might be expected the sa- 
loon influence would be powerful.

The only effect is to increase the 
Liberal majority. It is not at all unlikely 
that the bid for the publican “ vote and in- 
nuence which: the Tories have made may 
prove to bea blunder.

HEART FAILURE, 

Ore of our New York contemporaries has 
been interviewing various physicians to dis- 
cover whether heart fajlure isa new fad in 
diseases, and how itis so many persons are 
dying of it. Of course the physicians dis- 


itself, others that the heart failed because of 
otner diseases. One old practitioner ob- 
serves: “itis a good deal like the old word 
or expression ‘syncope,’ and means simply 
that some other diseases have so affected 
the individual that the condition is so low 
that heart failure follows.“ Another stated 
that the reason wuy itis socommoniy used 
is that in this country so much objection is 
made eto post-mortem examinations, hence 
the exact cause of death could not be deter- 
mined by ocular demonstration. Probably 
this hits very near the truth, asit ia mainly 
in cases where the practitioner is not very 
clear as to the disease that the cause of death 
is assigned as heart failure. It would hardly 
be scientific or dignified to say that the pa- 
tient died for want of breath, bat heart fail- 
ure in Many cases is tantamountto it Tne 
man stops when the heart stops its pumping, 
and the heart stops because the system 
is rundown by some disease, known or un- 
known to the doctors. Hence there is no 
reason why people should feel apprehensive 
that a new disease has been added to the list 
of ius to which flesh is subject, or that an 
epidemic called heart failure“ has set in. 
The probabilities are that the doctors are a 
little uncertain as to the real disease, but 
they are certain that the heart has always 
failed, and after all that is the ultimate cause 
of death. 

It may be that the frequent use of the term 
“heart failure” is due to the tendency to 


|] generalize diseases. Time was when people 


had an old-fashioned ailment calied fever and 
ague in polite circles and chills and shakes 
in vulgar pariance. This well defined 
disease and some others nearly allied to it 
have now been absorbed in the generic term 
„ malarla.“ In like manner time was when 
people had specific diseases of the liver, 
lungs, and heart, all of which now come 
under the generic term “heart failure.“ 
Generalizations of this kind are very con- 
venient. It may not be easy to run down a 
certain disease. It is sometimes difficult to 
diagnose one with sufficient accuracy to lo- 
cate it or describe it. It is always safe, how- 
ever, to assert that a person died from heart 
failure, It is a broad, comprehensive term 
that covers every possible cause of death, 
since no man dies till his heart fails to per- 
form its work. t 
eee the term,

should forefend against the disease that leads 
up to heart failure by tne gradually increas- 
ing use of nature’s sovereign balm, the 
healthy and exhilarating saw-buck.

The sell- 
ing of liquor at retail and to be drank on 
the premises is a matter governed exclu- 
sively by State statutes, and wherever the 
Prohibitionists fail to enforce the law it will 
be on account of the inherent weakness of 
such ehactments and not because of any ob- 
stacies thrown in their way by the Supreme 
Court. Nevertheless, it is hkely that locali- 
ties as well as individuals in Iowa and Kan- 
sas will seize on the original package de- 
cision as supplying just the pretext long 
wanted in order to give the prohibitery act 
the go-by. Where the local popular sen- 
timent is hostile to prohibition tne original 
packages will be opened, sold, and drank, 
and chere will be no police regulations enact- 
ed to prevent it. All of which goes to show 
that in the absence of popular sentiment in 
their support se laws remain as dead 
letters.

THE GERMAN OPERA SEASON, 


A Review ofthe Three Weeks’ Work—Mis- 
cellaneous Masicail vents. 

The Metropolitan Opera company closed 
its season with the matinée performance of 
yesterday, having given during the three 
weeks that it has played at the Auditorium 
no less than thirteen different works care- 
fully selected from the standard répertoire, 
embracing German, French, and Italian 
operas ot acknowledged worth. Naturally 
the operas of tne German school were in the 
majority, as they ought to be in a season dy 
a company whose members are mainly of the 
German nauonality, and wuich was primar- 
ily organized for the purpose of presenting 
operas belonging to that school. Ine 
entire list o operas given  dur- 

the three weeks, with the num-

general excellence of mne performances de- 
served, ialing considerably below the 
standard of the Italian season, but this was 
due to a number of causes apart fiom the 
difference in the interest feit in the two 
styles of operatic Writing. In the case of 
tue lialian season there was added to its 
nutural draw.eg power the great curiosity 
ewhich existed regarding the new building, 
concerning which so much was said, 
not only at the time it was 
first thrown open to the pub- 
lic, but for many months before it was 
completed, so that many wao cared little or 
notoing for opera in any form went simply 
for tne purpose of seeing the interior of ie 
place. Add to this the interest in a singer 
who, though she had long before entered 
upon the path of decline us regards her vocal 
powers, bud yet been adveriised for years as 
no singer ever had been or probably ever will 
be again, and it is easy to understand why 
ine Italian season drew larger audiences than 
did wat just finished. In iact it is more than 
doubtful whether such another season can 
ever be played at the Auditorium. Ius re- 
turn of the ltallan company in March follow- 
ing the opening, With tne marked decrease in 
the attendance, showed conviusiveiy tnat 


ed were aitogetuer the cause ot the remark- 
able fiaanciul outcome of the earlier visit to 
Chicago. 
Ine season just closed has brought before 
the pubiic of this city some of the most im- 
portant operatic Works ever written, with 
two novelties (both presented the same even- 
ing) namely: Peter Cornelius’ comic opera, 
„Ahe Barber of Bagdad,” and, a charm.ug 
bailet, “The Puppen-Fee,” or the Doll 
Fairy,” the music of which is by Bayer. 
“The Barber of Bagdad is an opera of far 
more than ave importance, and is quite 
astonishing in view of the time when it 
Was written. It is founded on a story from 
the Arubian Nights,“ with the text written 
by the composer. The plot is not in any way 
eiaborate, here can scarcely be said to be any 
piot, but there is pienty of humor in the treat- 
ment of the somewhat meager story which 
forms the foundation of the work. The 
music is an interesting study, for it contains 
much of the comedy spirit of Richard Wag- 
ner's splendid opera The Meistersinger,“ 
though written @ number of years before 

mat work. It is strange that Cornelius, 
though au enthusiastic tollower of the new 
departure in musical art, should have sub- 
ceeded in producing a work of such impor- 
tance, especially as, having devoted himself 
to ine & of music comparativeiy late in 
life, it musi have been extremely difficult for 
him W gain such a mastery of the materials 
of musical composition as he has shown in 
the creation of this work. It is a fact mat 
the overture, not having been compieted at 
tne time the opera was rst produced, in 
1868, Was scored by Franz Liszt, and tne re- 
mainder of the opera was afierward rescored 
by the famous pianist, Carl Tausig, who was 
an intimate friend of Corneuus at the time 
he lived at Weimar.

His enter- 
tainments attracted fair though bv no means 
what could be called large audiences, among 
whom were to be seen neariy ail the prom- 
inent local musicians and amateurs. . de 
Pachmann’s fame as a pianist had preceded 


him, so that musical people were aware of the 


estimate placed upon his work inthe East 
where he had already been heard, and only 
the weariness occasioned by such an unpre- 
cedented quantity of pano-piaying as has been 
offered to tne Chicago people during the last 
season can account for the want of interest 
manifested in his concerts on the part of the 
general public. He nas for some years made 
aspecialty of Chopin playing and bas be- 
come coown as the Chopin pianist.” His 
programs here were devoted exciusively to 
the compositions of that master, tnough for 
one of bis encores at the second concert he 
played an étude from Moscheles’ op. 70, the 
only composition from the pen of a writer 
other than Chopin that he played here. He 
particulariy excels in delicate pass work, 
such as is required for the proper interpre- 
tation of many of Chopin’s writings, and his 
technique is so even that it was a delight to 
hear him. His mechanical skill appeared to 
fully equal to all demands likely 
to be made upon it, and however intricate 
the designs with which he had to deal 
there was no want of clearness or 
accuracy to be observed in his work. Nor is 
he lacking in poetry of conceptuon. The most 
serious blemish upon his work was his selt- 
conscious ness, which was always obtrusively 
evident to the beholder. At no time did he 
seem fora moment even to lose himself in 
the interest of his work, but continuously in- 
dulged in grimaces and mannerisms which 
only bad the effect of detract.ag from the in- 
terest felt in listening to his playing. It is 
hardly to be supposed that he is unconscious 
of these peculiar actions, as they appeared 
to be introduced for the purpose of impress- 
ing the audiénce. This they certainly dia— 
but unfavorably. If M. de Pachmanna would 
discard his mannerisms altogether his per- 
formances would gain greatiy in impressive- 
ness, for there is no question as to their 
artistic worth and importance.

NEW YORK. 


NEw YORK, May 10.—({Special.]—The market started 
out weil this morning, with heavy buying by London 


Puts and calls on wheat were about 180 apart 
at one time yesterday afternoon, which is a wide 
spread as compared with the Yc that obtained 
several times less than two months ago. 

The shipments of hog product from this city 
during the week included 16,250 tcs lard, 260,000 
pes hams, 142,0° pcs shoulders, and 71,000 pes 
middies, the movement of the latter demg again 
relatively small, The receipts of flour and grain 
for the week foot up a total of 3,851,041 bu, against 
5, 178,320 bu. 

The exports of wheat and flour for the week 
from both coasts of the United States were 
1.873.270 bu, LF 2,747,048 bu for the previous 
week and 1,273,715 bu for the corresponding time 
last year. The total since the ciose of June last 
is 92,325,888 bu, against 75,357,748 bu for the same 
time one year earlier. 

Stocks of wheat in the visible supply of the 
United States and Canada, on ocean passage, 
and in principal European ports, are footed up as 
equal to 115,092,000 bu, against 130,760,000 a year 
ago. 


MARKETS ON CHANGE. 

Flour was quiet, with no noted changes in 
price. The trading seemed to be only local. 

Wheat was weaker, withlessdoing. Liverpool 
Was reported to be tending dcwnward, and the 
weather in the West was supposed to be good 
for wneat, though cold, and perhaps a part of u 
season that will not aliow the crop to mature in 
the Far North before it is caught by the early 
frosts. Outside of this the market was chiefly 
dominated by an uneasiness over the forthcom- 
ing crop report from Washington.

The Pacific Coast Will Make a Great Show-

San Franci Bulletin: The next World’s 


Fair will be nearer to California than any 


ever held before, and, it may be, than any that 
will be held thereafter in the succeeding 
half-century. If the State had had the 
choice of locations it could not, on the whole, 
have chosen one more favora- 
ble to her interests. Chicago, while 
central to the greater part of the Union, is 
still a Western city. The enterprise, spirit, 
and energy are 
tion. Tue city itself will be one of the most 
marvelous exhibitions of the World's Fair. 
There is not another city on the globe which 
has been built up to such dimensions in so 
short a time. There are a million of inhabit- 
ants where a few years ago one would have 
hesitated to give $100 an acre for the wet 
prairie now the site of that city. 

San Francisco, a still younger city, is 
destined to havea greater maritime impor- 
tance, and, perhaps, ultimately be a larger 
city than Chicago. It will always be the 
commercial key of the Pacific Coast. Nearly 
all the great steamship lines of the Pacific 
will conver at this point Ween the 
Nicaragua Canal is completed there will 
probably be steamships departing every day 
tor Europe and the Atlantic cities. The best 
fleet of sailing ships in the world and the 
most valuable freights go from this port to 
European ports. 

What Chicago is to the central West San 
Francisco is to the Pacific coast. it and the 
State of which it is the commercial Capital 
have a greater interest in the World's Fair 
than any other Westera city and State in the 
Union. Chicago was comparatively a iarge 
and flourishing city when the first tents were 
pitched on the sandhiils of San Francisco. 


Tue latter had no background butmining. It 


had no agriculture and no manufactures. 
The State itself was created long after IIli- 
nois had taken rank as one of the most pros- 
perous agricultural States of the Union, The 
creation of San Francisco is hardly less a 
marvel than the creation of Chicago. The 
same enterprise and the same inspiration 
have covered these bleak sandhills with ele- 
gant and costly homes. 

Now, so to speak, the World’s Fair is 
about to be brought within hailing distance 
of this city. It is the one opportunity for 
both city and State for such an mdustrial 
display as was never made before. Califor- 
nia ought to go the front in that Exposition. 
It will require, time, effort, and money, and 
more of each than has ever been expended 
to bring the industries and resources of the 
State into prominence. There ougut to be 
in this city a permanent World’ Fair organ- 
izauon, with auxiliariés in ail the other cities 
and large towns in the State. 

What is most needful is a central organi- 
zation which shall command the confidence 
of the pubiic and begin very soon to lay out 
— Work in a systematic way. Whatever 

ppropriation tne State may make will b- 
y be at most only asmali partof the funds 
needed. Tne greatoess of the work taken — 
hand by Chicago makes the three one. of 
margin seem a very short period. If Califor- 
nia is to go to the front in this Exposition 
three years is not a day too much to 
make the necessary preparation. Every 
part of the State isto be laid under indus- 
trial contribution. At the Mechanics’ Fair, 
the State Fair, and at the various district 
fairs, while the expositions have been every 
way creditable, it a! s been under- 
stood that hardly more n hints were

ACRE SALES. ; 

The most uotable acre sale of the week was 
the tract of 309 acres at Lyons owned by B. 
Kuppenheimer, which was sold through 
Adoiph Loeb & Bro. for $1,000 an acre. This 
property adjoins the Stickney tract on te 
east, and was bought last November by Mr. 
Kuppenheimer from the Johnston estate for 
$500 an acre. A syndicate consisting of L. G. 
Fisher, Edward Burnham, Edward H. Reed, 
W. L. Marston, J. F. Keeney, a man 
from Grand Rapids, Mich., have purchased 
453 acres near and partly within the south- 
ern corporate limits of Desplaines. William 
M. Rhodes has sold twenty-six acres at the 
southwest corner of Madison avenue and 
Eighty-tirst street for $75,000to E. A. Still, 
for Jonathan Pierce. Thirty-seven acres of 
the Schneider estate, lying between Bryn 
Mawr and Balmoral avenues, and bisected 
by the Milwaukee division of the Chicago 
ahd Northwestern railway, and imme- 
diately west of Edgewater, bave been soid 
to a syndicate for $111,000. P. S. Barber has 
sold twenty acres at the northeast corner of 
Fifty-tirst street and Oakland avenue to 
H. B. Bogue for Eastern parties for 800.000. 
C. H. Chamberlain has sold thirteen acres 
near the Grant Locomotive Works site at 
$1,225 an acre.

THE GREAT STATE STREET LEASE. 

The lease by the Fair company of the south 
half of the block bounded by Dearborn, 
State, Adams, and Monroe streets, the de- 
tails of which were gien in full in Satur- 
day’s TRIBUNE, is in Many respects a remark- 
able transaction. The consolidation of so 
many interests, which results in the securing 
of ahalt block of land in the very heart of 
the business district upon which to erect a 

réat retail building, is a notable operation. 

erection of a twelve-story building for 
retail purposes is also a matter of great sig- 
rificance. The conception of the Leiter 
building was the foreruoner of what future 
Changes are to be in the methods of 
retail establishments. The indorsement 
of this plan by the: Fair company 
foreshadows great changes for State 
street. Land has become too valuable 
for even three or four story retail establish- 
ments. It is by no meaus improbable that 
the next few years will see on State street a 
line of great retail establishments that wi)! 
be unprecedented in size. This transaction 
by the Fair company gives some interesting 
figures when looked at from the standpoint 
or frontage values. The valuation of the 
half block as fixed by the rental, calculated 
on a 5 per cent basis, is $3,080,000. . The total 
area is 66,500 square feet. This puts a price 
per square foot of $46.33. This seems iow 
when compared wits prices which have been 

id for the, sites of several of the large 
buildings about town. The Stearns property, 
with a frontage of 190 feet on Dearborn street, 
is leased on u basis of value of $1,400,000, or 
at a rate of $7,370 per front foot. The Shel- 
don lot has a frontage of W feet on State 
street, On a basis of $1,000,000 valuation 
which the lease gives it toe frontage value 
is $10,500 per foot. That is the highest front- 
age value that has yet been placed on Chica- 
go property by an actual transaction. 

SEWERS BY SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS, 

The question of meeting the entire cost of 
sewer construction by special assessments 
levied against real estate is one that comes 
close to the pockets of real-estate owners. It 
is a question that is receiving more general 
discussion in real-estate circles than any 
ouher just now. Owners are by no means 
agreed as to what plan is the most equitabie, 
aud each side has some convincing points in 
support of the position taken. Mr. George 
Birknoff Jr. bas made a special study of tue 
matter and is probably as well qualified as 
any one to state the position of the opponents 
to the present ordinance. : 

The resolution offered at the last meeting 
of the Keal-Estate Board in régard to the 
building of sewers by ial assessment has 
been severely criticised,” says Mr. Birkhoff, 

and a charge has even been made that the 
real-estate men are ignorant in regard to the 
sewerage question. It is doubtful whether 
the parties who have commented on this 
resolution are as weil posted in regard to the 
facts as ure the real-estate men. This res- 
olution was not acted upon by the board, but 
merely introduced and referred to a 
committee. No man acquainted with 
the growth of the city during the last twenty

limits. The owners of this large unsewered 
3 pomp oat as 7 from two to three 
ne valuation of their property, some 
of them since 1856, to pay for — Al the 
property lying nearer to and in the business 
part of the city, and to compel these people 
now to pay the whole expense of sewers in 
front of their property is simply an outrage. 
I know of a 160-acre tract lying eastof West- 
ern avenue which has contributed since 
1856 on an average of from $100 to $400 per year 
towards the sewerage fund. The owners 
have advanced to tne City of Chicago the 
cost of building main sewers along their 
north and south lines, and waited for nearly 
ven years before the money was refunded by 
tne city without interest. They are now 
compelled under this new ordinance to con- 
struct main sewers entirely at their own ex- 
pense througu the center of this tract ard 
along the west lune of it, in order to con- 
nect with main sewers on both the 
east west line of their tract built out of 
the general fund. They receive no compen- 
sation whatever for the large amounts they 
have paid heretofore to sewer other. dis- 
tricts. The size of these sewers is from 
three to four feet and will cost. the owners 
not less than $20,000. Had these sewers been 
constructed sometime ago—as they should 
have been—the city would have paid the en- 
tire cost. This simply illustrates the great 
injustice of this ordinance. 

Grave doubts are expressed that the ordi- 
nance will stand tne test of our courts, 
and some of the owners in the unsewered 
districts have already determined to take the 
matter into court whenever the contemplated 
assessments are levied. It is likely that this 
new ordinance will be run in the interest of 
a sewerage ring. Street after street will 
now be ordered sewered by the City Council, 
lack of funds no longer standing in 
the way, and thus afford a fine op- 
portunity fora corrupt Council to make an 
honest penny by dividing the swag with the 
contractors. Itisalso rumored around the 
City-Hall that in a very short time an ordi- 
nance will be introduced. compelling all 
watermains in the future to be put fn by 
Special assessment, thus adding another bur- 
den to property owners in the unimproved 
districts. While I nave no authority tospeak 
for the Real-Estate Board I am satisfied 
from interviews had with a large number of 
its members that the Cullerton ordinance 
which was vetoed by the Mayor, would 
be satisfactory to the real-estate men 
generally, and meet with but little opposition 
in any quarter. Uader the Cullerton ordi- 
nance the maximum cost for sewers for each 
twenty-five toot buildmg lot would be $12.50, 
and even this cannot be called justice or 
equity, but can only be excused on the 

round of expediency. The appropriation 

or 1890 includes an item of $600,000 for 
sewers, which will be collected next year, 
but what disposition will be made of this 
money, no longer needed for the extension 
of sewers, since this ordinance has gone into 
effect, is aconundrum that no one can an- 
swer.”’

Weddings,it has been observed, 
not seldom give rise to other weddings. 

It was at the wedding of a friend that Bis- 
marck first met Fräulein Johanna von Putt- 
kamer. She was one of me bridemaids, 
and the stately lady ma ie then. and there 
ap impression on tne young Baron, which 
culminated ‘in an offer of marriage three 
years later, The key to the Princess’ char- 
acter is to be found, says the same _ biog- 
rapher, in ner words: That my husband is 
a public character is a fact to which I often 
fina it painful enough to resign myself. But 
as for me, his wife, what have 1 to do with 
publicity! I do not exist for publicity, but 
wholly and solely for him.” 

Tnis perfect union of souls, however, Mrs. 
Pereira confesses, has not prevented the 
Princess’ husband from posing occasionally 
as a Victim to familyclaims. In one letter he 
says, referring to a projected excursion to the 
seaside, ‘‘ I have held out against it for a long

But Johanna 
attacked me in the night, with the youngster 
in her arms, and, oy dimt of all tue arts 
which drove man out of Paradise, she of 
course carried her point, and che original

It is only fair to the Princess after this to 
quote her husband’s loving letter from Biar- 
ritz: I have a bad conscience, because I am 
seeing so much that is beautiful without you.

The journals said of her next day that not 
since the first appearance of Eamund Kean 
had such a début occurred in an English the- 
ater. 

To follow her in her subsequent career is 
to record an uninterrupted series of suc- 
cesses.

Two daring butsuccessful assumptions were 
her Romeo, which she played to the Juliet of 
her sister, Susan, and her Wolsey in Henry 
VIII.“ In the latter play she was accustomed 
on alternate nights to do the Cardinal and 
Queen Katherine—a transition which seems 
to be inconceivable. 

“You recollect Kean’s third act of 
‘Otheillo,’” wrote Sneridan Knowles, the 
dramatist; “dia you ever expect to see any- 
thing like it again? Inever did, and yet I 
saw as great last night in Romeo’s scene 
with the Friar.”’ 

There is no part in Shakspeare so thumbed 
by incompetence and so hopelessly conven- 
tionalized on the stage as meo. Despite 
the inappropriaveness of a woman playing a 
male character it must have been a revela- 
tion to see the ardent, passionate Romeo of 
Charlotte Cushman.
